nations by friendship.”

races can never be brought about 
by treaties or by the kind words 
of diplomats regardless of the de- 
kire of officialdom for it. Inter- 
national amity can, only come 


nbout through the world desiring |’ 


friendship, And friendship is not 
brought about by merely the ac- 
ceptance of it as an ideal. It must 
be brought about by contact. 
Now, Rotary brings ‘nbout this 
contact by making ft one of’ the 
obHgationa of 9 Rotarian that he 
attend Rotary meetings wherever 
he may be, While your member- 
ship is In this club, your attend- 
ance need not be here. You may 
attend anywhere in the world and 
the Rotarlans of other countries 
have cqually tho privilege to at- 
tend your mectings.

save the life f a British sailor at 


Wuha, two cylinders of the gas 
were delivered by the Hankow 
airmail, which made a special cal 
for the purpose. Thanks to tho 
ure of the oxygen, which had al- 
ready had a beneficial effect yea- 
terday afternoon, the patient ‘is 
holding his own. 

The Ufo at stake is that of 
Lending Telographist Cotterell of 
ILM.S. Gnnt. who js lying badly 
iH with pneumonia at the General’ 
Hospital at Wuhu. On Thursday 
night his condition grew worse. 
With a shortage of oxygen: at 
Wuhu, the only chance was to try 
to get some up frm Shanghai, and 
n wireless message san sent off. 


Late Night Call. 


The message was received by 
Dr, W. S. Parsons, the local sur- 
xeon and consultant of HLM. Ad- 
miralty, about 11 p.m. on Thurs- 
day, Dr. Parsons fmmediately got 


‘}into touch with Mr. Hamilton, of 


the China Airways which operates 
the Shanghai-Hankow airmail, and’ 
with the Country Hospital. 

Special messengern of the local 
British Naval Office took delievery 
of two cylinders of oxygen, with 
the necessary tools for operating 
the valves, and delivered them, to 
the Cathny Mansions, where Mr. 
Hamilton lives. Yesterday morn- 
ing they were taken to the aero- 
drome at Kiangnan by the airmail 
bus.

Special Calling Arrangements. 


As Wuhu fg not one of the re- 
ular ports of call for the  sea- 
planes special arrangements had to 
be made to handle the plane when 
it arrived, especially as it wns not 
intended to stop the engines. or 
remain any longer than {it was 
necessary to hand over the oxygen. 

A wireless message to H.M.S. 
Gnat from the local resident 
Senior Naval Officer gave instruc- 
tions for a launch to be rendy for 
the senplune, and to stand by for 
the purposes of esteadying it when 
it alighted on the stream, acting 
fs sea-anchor. Another boat, 
preferably a skiff or some other 
light craft that would not damage 
the plane by bumping into it, was 
ordered to stand by to take off the 
oxygen cylinders, This took place 
at 11,10 a.m., 12 haurs after the 
cull had been’ received.

A message © despatched from 
Wuhu at 3.30 p.m. yesterday stated 
that the oxygen had been used 
with beneficial effect and that the 
patient .was holding his own.

DARING VENTURE TO START 
FROM HONGKONG. 


There was ‘doubtless much 
speculation yesterday afternoon 
fis to identity of the two-masted 
gchooncr—royal blue in cglgur— 
which was sailing In the hepour, 
under 0 fine spread of cahvas. 
It was the salling vessel 
“Coquette” which although of only 
80 tons burthon {a soon to set out, 
under its Master, Capt. George 
Waard, on a trip across the Pacific 
to Vancouver, B.C. 

Capt. Waard, who ‘has spent 

over 20 yenrs iti China, most of 
which has been on Yangtaze river 
vessels, has had previous ox- 
perience of long aafling journeys. 
It was he who Icft Shangha! in 
June, 1922, in an Amoy junk, and 
sailed to New York—the first junk 
ever to reach that.port, Accom- 
panied by hin wife and young son, 
he reached Japan without incidont, 
but later went through trying e¢x- 
perlences, having to put in for 
shelter at the Aleutian Islands 
where he constructed a new rudder 
out of driftwood. The junk ex- 
cited much interest when it arriv- 
ed’ at New York, being inter sold 
at Brisport, Connecticut. 
- For the present venture, Capt. 
Waard has had built by the Ching 
Nai shipbuilding company here 4 
30-ton schooner, which he has 
“Coquette.” The 
vessel, Which will fly the British 
flag and has Hongkong = registry, 
in 66 ft. Ging. in length, haa a 
beam of 17.4 feet and a mean 
draft of 6ft. Gins, Messra, Dodwell 
nnd Co., Ltd., have installed one 
of the well-known “Gardner” 
sem{-Diese] crude ofl engines of 
48 horxe-power, which wat tested 
in the harbour yesterday —after- 
noon, An avernyre apeed af reven 
knots waa secured, which was con- 
sidered highly satisfactory in view 
of the weight and size of the 
vessel. 

When Capt, Wanrd leaves Hong- 
kong in about a week's time, he 
will be accompanied by his sen 
and aerew of four Chinese, He 
intends to make fer Vancouver, 
dut it will all depend on the 
weather experienced as to the 
precise course he will take. 
Although he Is setting out as on 
yachtsman on a pleasure trip, he 
intends later to convert the vessel 
into a trader when he will then be 
the connecting link between fish- 
ing fleeta In the region of the Beh- 
ring Sex and the various ports 
where the packing of fish fx under- 
taken.

DIFFICULTIES OF 

- EDUCATION. 
LOCAL METHODS COME IN 
: FOR CRITICISM. : 


“Some Diflicuities in Education” 
formed the subject of a vory in- 
teresting and informative lecture 
delivered by Mr. G. W. Reovo yes- 
terday afternoon in ‘the Union 
Assombly Room of the Hongkong] t 
University, under tho auspices of 
the University Education Society. 

Tho lecture terminated — the 
year's activitles of the Society, 
which hna beeh very -successful 
indeed. Mr. Mok Kai-hung, the 
chairman, at the -end of Mr. 
Reave's lecture revicwed the work 
during the last 
twelve months.. The attendances 
during all the fectures, he said, 
wero good, with the result that a 
record for such attendances was 
constituted. 

In hia lecture, which ‘was later 
described by Prof. L. Forster as 
containing “a cortnin amount of 
history and a certain amount of 
philosophy,” Mr. Reeve began by 
tracing the progress of mankind 
from the earliest stages to the pre- 
sent day. He sald that in look- 
ing over the history of education, 
he had been atruck by two aspects, 
—a strong conservative clement, 
and bias. In dealing . with the 
development of man the lecturer 
took hia audience back to the 
earliest stages when man was 
more or lesa uncivilised. At that 
period, man had very little con- 
sciousness of his own mind. He 
was essentially n man of action, 
and in this uncivillsed state 
children followed the dictates of 
their parenta. 

The next stage owas reached 
when man recognised religion. 
Mr. Reeve explained that by rel{- 
sion he did not mean religion as 
we tinderstand it to-day, but just 
an iden of what wns good and 
what waa evil. Man at thia stage 
lived in a dual world--that of his 
own, the real one, and that of his 
shadow, Tle was then able to 
differentiate between the spirit 
world and the real one.

Evolution of Exluchtion. 
Continufng, the lecturer said 
that to understand the nature 
and origin of some of the ‘difficul- 
tles in education, onc must look 
bnek for their occurrences in the 
past and sce them in their evolu- 
tlonary = relation, Briefly, one 
could distinguish three stages of 
development—the dominance of 
feeling, the ndvent and growth of 
the religious idea, and the acten- 
tifle stage. Thus Hfe seemed to 
have unfolded in this threefold 
aspect, This development was 
analogous to tho rograssive 
stages of education. For In the 
education of the child there were 
three stages in his mental growth, 
namely tho earliest perlod when 
fecling war dominant, then the 
period when Ideals came into play 
and lnatly the acientific period, 

These progresses, however, were 
inter-related, and together pre- 
sonted ua with three aspects of 
man. Thua in educating the child, 
our books, our methods and our 
ideas. must be in consclous har- 
mony firat with this sanect of 
feeling. 

.The next stage, which Mr, 
Reeve called the period of idenla, 
grew more prominently out of the 
rich background of the past, some 
of which had been absorbed in the 
first stage. The noble and bad 
deeds of mnn helped youth un- 
consciously to formulate his ideals 
of life and to Iny the foundations 
of character. In the same way, 
of course, was he powerfully in- 
flnenced by the religion or ethics 
of his ancestry. 

Continuing, the lecturer sald 
that althouh he had purposely 
separated thin stage, it really 
dovetailed with the beginnings of 
sefence, which was the clarifying 
stage of fncts from fiction. Tere, 
youth was taught to distinguish 
the real from the unreal, 

Local Methods. 

Mr, Reeve dealt with the prac- 
tieal diMiculties in ‘education at 
some length, going over each one 
carefully and giving his own pofnt 
of view, Dwelling on the eduea- 
tional system in the Colony, the 
lecturer sald) that the genernl 


4 practice was to educate boys or 


girls, “as the case may be, eri 
massac, and the consequonco was 
that tho results wore not very 
satisfactory. He thought that 
better resulls would bo obtained 
if an attempt were modo to edu- 
cute a boy or a girl individually, 
to.interest, to stimulate and even 
to Inspiro thelr mind. 

To give on {den of what ha 
meant, Mr. Reeve aaked his audi- 
ence to Smagine tho start of a 
boys’ race. They. would, of 
course, be together at the com- 
mencement, bit they would gra- 
dually spread out according to the 
attninments of ench boy. The 
superior boya would be ahead and 
the backward onen would Ing bo- 
hind. Mr, Reeve likened this to a 
class. The boys started together 
but the more intelligent ones 
would outstrip tho others. The 
system of. teaching boys or girls 
collectively had renched auch a 
stage, he safd, that teaching was 
now like machinery, most of the 
things being done almost mechant- 
enlly, 

The lecturer alan discussed the 
possibility of establishing a school 
in which boys could be trainod tn 
any kind of manual Jnbour. For 
those boys who passed from the 
lower achool to the middle achool 
and then on to a university, things 
were qujte smooth, but he thought 
xomcthing should be done to 
help those who left school in the 
enrly stages through falling in 
examinations or other causes. He 
snid that there were technica) 
schools of that kind jn England, 
but he apprecinted the fact that 
it was very ‘difficult to estabtish 
achools of the type in Hongkong 
as industries Were not so nume- 
rous here as they were at Home, 

Among those who. spoke at the 
end of the lecture were Mr. W. L. 
Handyside and Prof, L. Forster. 
The latter thanked Mr. Reeve for 
the lecture on- behalf of*the Edu- 
cation Society, and sald he was 
lad to see some of the teachers 
of local schools. amongst the 
audience. He hoped that more 
lectures of this nature would be 

given by teachers of schools in 
ihe Colony, in future,

Rotary clubs wherever they may 
be. That is their duty.- We know 
they ‘go home with a friendly fecl- 
Ing for the countrica which they 
have visited through their contact 
with Rotarlans, They  oxpress 
thefr opinions in their clubs, In 
their craft associations, to their 
friends outside and then like a 
waye, their friendliness for their 
Neighbours pisres out further and 
furthor and we know not whore {t 
ends. Last year 1 saw over. 9,000 
Rotarians from 26 different coun- 
tries in one building. ‘They wore 
together for five or six days, No 
man can calculate the good that 
came from thia one meeting. ‘ 

Most of tho dislikes, most of the 


‘hatred that exists between coun- 


tries are due merely to lack of 
contact. We do not spenk dadly 
of our friends and we do not wish 
to quarrel with them. Our friend. 
ships must not he Imited to the 
boundaries of our own nationa, 
Just ao Jong as we permit. our. 
selves to live in exclusive Rroupa, 
to ignore the other fellow, to al- 
low our nationalism to make us 
quite content to associate solely 
with those of our own nationality 
and to believe in them alone, then 
just so long do we encourage an 
atmosphere in which wars muy 
flourtsh, 


For Friendship, 


No speaker at on Rotary elab 
meeting is expected to apenk in 
critleiam of countries with whom 
we are at pence, 

It is not that criticiam ds not 
sometimes desirable, it ix not that

re for an organization that 
desires to specialise on friend- 
ship. ach of us has his own de- 
fects and in overlooking our 
neighbour's — imperfections, — we 
trast he will be equally desirous 
of overlooking: ours, Tn fact, in 
if not almost necessary, if we are 
going to nyoid great wara in the 
future that tolerance and nppre+ 
cjntion and co-operation be taught. 
somewhere? . 
Rotary “is_not a pacifist. or 
ganization, Participation in some 
wars hag been justifiable in the 
past and = omay again be in the 
future. But Rotary ean assist 
and, we believe, ia, unequalled in 
its capacity for this -service, jn 
improving relations between the 
people of yarious countries, and 
one can never know how far this 
may yo in preventing misunder- 
standings that unchecked may 
have in them serious possibilities. 


_— Weekly Meetings. 

Rotary meeta everywhere once 
n week. This may seem often to 
you but it has been proved by the 
operation of 3,000 clubs that this 
in the only successful way, 
Rotarians are very busy men how- 
ever, therefore, the meetings 
generally occur at luncheon are of 
short durations, perhaps an hour 
or an-chour and a quarter. This 
is not longer than most men take 
at their luncheon; Members are 
obliged to-attend nt Jeast one 
meeting in four if they are in the 
city and in good health. Mogt 
Rotarians attend weekly, in fact 
Rotary could not exiat if they did 
not and the meetings are made 50 
interesting that attendance is a 


pleasure, The usual proceduro of 
the luncheon Is. first ‘the meal, 
then the Introduction of Rotarfans 
from other citios; the’ reading of 
any announcements and finally an 
address of twenty to thirty minutes 
on any tople that will be of In- 
terest to business and professionn} 
nion. The meeting ta then over. 
The. speakers, of course, are not 
confined to Rotarians, The pro- 
xramme is.frranged by | na Pro- 
gramme Committeo, always with 
the alms and objects of Rotary in 
view, There is no’ difficulty” in 
finding interesting speakers, 

Rotary entertains distinguished 
guests who are passing through 
and renders 2 useful service jn 
this respect. 

Rotary ia administered by an 
International Board, the mombers 
of which change each year and 
are elected at an International 
Convention, held yearly. As ovi- 
dence of the international nature 
of tha organization, you will note 
that in 1928-29 the President, 
Catholic, was from Mexico; the 
firat Vice-President, a Scotch 
Presbyterian, from Scotland; the 
second Vice-President from the 
United States and the third Vice 
President from Chill and thease 
men actually met together several 
times during the your, 

Rotary Is not a secret. organizn- 
tion, members are free to invite 
focal or outside gueata at any 
time, in fact they are encouraged 
todo nso, Rotary is not a religious 
organization; all religions are 
equally welcome, Rotary fs not a 
commercial organization nor Is it 
for the development of commerce 
nor to advanee one’s personal 
busingss, interests. In the exact 
words of the Constitution: “It fan 
world fellowship of businesa and 
professional men united in the 
ideal or services Cor the advance- 
ment of understanding, goodwill, 
and international pence.” 

In the course of hia address, 
Mr. Davidson also expressed satis- 
faction at the fact that the meet- 
ings that evening: was the largest 
inaugural’) mecting of a Club in 
International Rotary since the tn- 
eoption of the movement twenty 
five yoars ayo. 

Other Speeches. 

Rotarian A, 2. Gordon of Shang. 
hii, who was tumong those present, 
apoke with appreciation of the 
address of Mr. Davidson, and men- 
tioned that although he had been a 
member of the Shanghaf Club, 
which now numbered 101 members, 
for five years, he had learnt much 
that evening which he did not fully 
comprehend before concerning the 
movement, * . 

Mr. Hornell, on taking the 
chair, said: “To-night has — seen 
the birth of a very large and hefty 
infant. The operation has been 
done by that extraordinarily success. 
ful) obstetrician, Mr. Davidson.” 
(Applause). aes 

He (the speaker) waa absolutely 
overwhelmed by the offer made to 
him by Mr. Davidson last week, 
thouh he was glad-to notice that 
the President had little to do except 
sit_in__the. chai He expressed- 
satisfaction in the extraordinary 
response to the attempt to organise 
a Rotary Club in Hongkong, which 
was Inrgely due to Mr. Davidson, 
He did not know what to say about 
Mr. Davidson. He was more than
